Education presents an analysis of the 
names and biographical data In 
' Wlio's Who in America." This, 
booic contains 14,453 names of men 
and women who have achieved some- 
thing or have got credit for power of 
achievement. Counting those ove r 30 
years of age, 7,700 of the persons nam- 
ed have bad college training, 1,627 are 
bigb scbool graduates, 1,066 bad com- 
mon school adTanta^es, 218 were 
iiome-Uugbt and 24 self-taoghk The 
commissioner, talctpg Cbese results 
and comparing the statistics or popu- 
latiun, tinds that a boy with a com- 
mun school education has one cbance 
in 11,000, and a college fradnata SOO 
chances in 9,000. 

Such figures and analysis are incon- 
clusive. Literally, they mean little, 
because tber do not make plain w hat 
is meant in the word "success." If a 
man is not sooeessfal natUhe has 
been president, senator, nnnnnasiiiaii. 
diplomat, financier, coal baron or the 
like, then the flgures migbt be looked 
upon as reliable, but success is not 
measured in that way, If you accom- 
plish what you set out to do, whether 
you aim at tlie presidency or the jack 
plane, if you live righteous, care for 
your family, merit the respect of your 
neighbors and do well that which falls 
to your lot, you are a success It is 
unfair to measure tbe success of man- 
kind wlMrily br the hiffhsat marks of 
civilization. 

Education should be pursued to the 
limit. There is no doubt about its 
value, but there are thousands on 
thousands of successful men and wom- 
en in every section of the country, who 
never saw the inside of a college hall. 
It is not true tliat success depends up 
on education, but it is true that edu 
cation is a potent factor in the accom- 
pUahment of huge soecesses.

Awards to the number of ieventy 
five in Keatucky's general agricultur 
al exhibit have not satisfied the dlree- 
t ir of exhibits for the Kentucky com- 
mission, and he has appealed to the 
superior jury for a grand prize on the 
exhibit as a whole, and there is every 
reason to believe this request will be 
granted. The seventy-five awardsare 
divided eight golds, eleven silvers and 
fifty-.slx bronzes. It was in this ex- 
hibit that the Kentucky Agricultural 
Experiment Station, of Lexington, 
saade such a remarkable reoo.d. It 
received ttree gold Bsedals and one 
silver medal, and, aaidl four were un- 
der diflereot grouos, It will be flowed 
to retain the total number. Several 
very fine samples of tobacco are shown 
in this exhibit, and five of them got 
medals— three golds and two bronzes. 
The Kentucky Commission did not 
make a whisky exhibit, but secured 
space for a collective display, in which 
seven firms were reprasented. Two of 
the number did not enter the compe- 
tition. Kentucky iBjasUy proud of 
her exhibit In the Mines and Metal- 
lurgy building, and since announce 
ment she is doubly proud and justifi- 
ed. A grand prize is given the State, 
while two gold medals, ten silvers and 
five bronzes further attest the superi- 
ority of the display. There is a prob 
abiliiy of the gold medal on clays be- 
ing raised to a grand prize, and it is 
believed that an award will yet be 
made to W D Archibald, of West Lib- 
erty, who sent In the largest lump of 
canael coal, to the Minea boiidug. la 
the Palace of Bdueatlon Kentudcy 
went into competition with the lead- 
ing educational centers of the world, 
but she came out with colors flying, 
receiving two gold medals, eight sil- 
vers and five bronzes. Five gold med- 
bIs ten silver medals, eight bronze 
medals! This tells the result of Ken- 
tucky's efilorts in the Palace of Fores- 
try, Fish and Game. One of the golds 
is to the Htateot Kentucky on the 
collective exhibit and the superkur Ju- 
ry has bean ap p ealed to to raise this 
to a grand prise.

Last winter, when, among those of 
the Russians who were not hoping for 
war and the defeat of tbeir own coun- 
try, I inquired the grounds tor tbeir 
contemptuoos underestimate of the 
Japanese, 1 scarcely ever goi- for reply 
more tiiaa the eitatlon (rf Bossia'sone 
hundred and thirty nlllloos of popu- 
lation, her possession of one-seventh 
of tlie dry land of the earth, and the 
Cossacks. The discussion usually 
closed with the as.serlion: "One Cos 
sack can whip ten of those little yel- 
low monkeys." 

This faith is based partly on the 
impression which the Cossacks made 
upon western Europe as long ago as 
the Seven Yeara' War, and which was 
heigbted by Mieir djsofgSBliaUoB of 
Napoieon'a retieat froas Meeeow. Ba- 
poleon himself prooooneed them per- 
fect masters of partisan warfare, furi- 
ous in attack and Impossible to reach 
and said that he did not remember 
having made a prisoner of a single one 
of them. Finally, he had the Cossacks 
in mind wlien he warned Europe that, 
unless checked by such a powerful 
unit as lie had sought to construct, 
Russia would enslave tbe world. That 
Napoleon's prediction baa not been 
forgotten may be inferred from the 
recent asMrtioa in varioaa qaarieis 
that the real *^ellow peril" is tbe 
possibility of tbe organization of tbe 
Mongolian races by Ilussia, and that a 
Slavic Jenghiz Khan may direct a new 
Golden Horde ugainat the Weat.—

"I WIsli.'' said the parser oC «w of the 

big traiiMtlaiitic steamers, according to 

the New York Sun, "that there was some 
way of stopping the game of poker on 
board ship. The trouble which the game 
is making for the oAoers cannot 1m ap- 
preciated by landsmen. 

"So much has been printed and said 
about sharpers on the ocean liners that 
in almost every smoking room there is a 
sign up for passengers to beware of these 
swindlers. Now, as a matter of fact, 
there is very little out and out swindling 
done. 

"Real card sharpers are few and far be- 
tween, and they are so well known to 
us that they rarely get a chance to or- 
ganise a game, or to break into one that 
has already bern started. The big card 
cheats long ago stopped frequenting the 
liners. 

"But the evil effect of so much talk 
idtoat card sliarps on Um steamers is 
seen on almost every trip. In tbe very 

smallest games, if th*» luck goes against 
a man persistently, he begins to make 
remark^' atiout how this man, or that 
man, is vriaalag. 

"If one man wins rigbt along some of 
the pikers begin to look suspiciously at 
him. It has got to a point where the 
very smallest games, unless all the par- 
ticipaats are known to one another, 
breed trouble and ill feeling. 

"About a dozen time? on a trip I am 
invited up into the card room by some 
man who has lost a few dollars, and 
wants me to look over the man who won 
it, to see if I can recognize him as a card 
cheat. I remember less than a month 
ago, to give you an Illustration, a Bos- 
ton man went into the smoking room and 
tried to get up a poker game almost be- 
fore we had cleared Sandy Hook. 

"It vras a little too tooa fer most of 
the men, but %• Unally sncceeded in 
s;ettlng up a quarter limit game. There 
was a youriK New Yorl< man on board, 
who reluctantly went into tbe game, and 
ia less thaa aa hoar he had woa some- 
thing like $20. There were a couple of 
other small winners, and the man who 
organized the game was loser about $:!0 

"Well, sir, he came to me. after utter- 
ing all kinds of suspicionr ia the smok- 
ing room, and insisted that he had been 
cheated. When he pointed o>it the New 
Vork man as the swindler, 1 could hardly 
keep my face straight, nut when he 
told me It was a 25-cent limit game, and 
that his total losses were about $30, and 
some one elte iaforsicd me tliat be had 
fairly dragged the other man Into the 
game, I was very much disgusted, and 
took him down to my cabin to tell blm so. 

"All during the rest of that trip he 
talked ahoot hew he had heea done up 
in the polter game, and once or twice I 
thought the New York man was going to 
punch his head. That is the way it goes. 

"Everybody is on the lookout to sus- 
pect seaw eoe of betag a crook, even ia 
the tSMll Unit games. One would think 
that card sharps travelled first class on 
big oeimn liners for the sole purpose of 
breaking into 25-cent and 50-cent limit 
poker games and robbing men of .sums 
ranging from $3.50 to $20, 

"We do get an occasional sharp, but 
most of the rows that occur are the re- 
sult of the long tongues of poor losers 
They never seem to think that anythiUi^ 
but a crooked game could l>eat them. I 
wish we eoald stop the gambll^ alto- 
gether, for It Is the bfggest nuisance we 
have to contend with."

ANCIENT SNUFF MILLS, 



tM Artirti tarn 



Two ancient snuff milli on Orum 
freek. near Leiperville, Pa., have long 
caused conjecture as to how It happened 
that tbe man of many industries should 
Introduce the manufacture of snuff In 
this vicinity at that early date, says a 
correspondent of the Philadelphia In- 
quirer. Altkoack MmC pineklos and 
snuff dipping were eoaaMB taidvlseBces 
in those ancient days. It WW naaanl to 
find mills for its niMnihrtw e M fw 
north at that time. 

Tke fact that TImmms Leiper. who 
eame to America from Scotland in 1764 
4nd when be was a boy of 19 landed Ir> 
Virginia, the land of tobacco, and be 
came interested In the tobacco business 
liefore he came to Philadelphia, 
plains the existence of these two old 
snuff mills near the middle of the elgjiT 
teentb century. 

Soon after he settled in Philadelphia 
Leiper established a tobacco warehouse 
at 9 North Water street. In 1774 Thomas 
Leiper beeaae a aaaff ■HHafilam on 
an extenslTe scale, and, haTlng located 
at 274 Market street, where he became a 
famous dealer in snuff and tobacco — 
those comfortable essentials to tbe coir 
onial seBtry— te Imgan to inereaae his 
purchases along 0mm creek and erect 
his famous mills, even before his Inter- 
est in the stone quarries and his exten' 
Blve inventions in the Crum Creek val- 
ley. 

Both of these ancient snuff mills are 
roomy two-story buildings with aloptait 
roof, capable of being changed Into 
comfortable dwelling houses after the 
decline of the snuff industry. And while 
one of these buildings served as a roomy 
homeatead tat nearty half a eeatw^, the 
other has slowly fallMi Into rata ateee 
Its period of mamdiMtartac nefidai 
and at last both ^aaelaithafMiast aye 
crumbling.
